Halifax regional council wants 
to send Metro Transit negoti¬ 
ators back to the bargaining 
table. 

After a three-hour closed- 
door meeting at Halifax City 
Hall on Tuesday, Mayor Peter 
Kelly told reporters the muni¬ 
cipality will contact provincial 


conciliators in effort to restart 
talks with the Amalgamated 
Transit Union Local 508. 

“Council has asked that we 
seek out the conciliators to 
bring both sides back to the 
table to look at where we might 
be able to go,” Kelly said. 

But besides the dates, it’s 
unclear what, if anything, has 
changed since the last time 
both sides met. Kelly said ros¬ 


tering — the scheduling system 
preferred by the municipality 
and rejected outright by the 
union — is non-negotiable, as 
is the raise structure proposed 
by the municipality in their last 
offer. Those are the two big¬ 
gest issues for both sides in the 
strike, now in its fifth week. 

As of last Friday at 11:59 
p.m., all three final offers from 
the municipality were off the 


table. Metro Transit manage¬ 
ment are expected to put 
together a new final offer to 
serve as the baseline for further 
negotiations with the union. 
Council is expected to meet to¬ 
day or Thursday to discuss that 
offer. 

Ken Wilson, the president 
of Local 508, said he’s not op¬ 
posed to going back to the table 
— provided the municipality 
actually wants to negotiate. 

“The question that I have 
is what’s on the table,” Wilson 
said on Tuesday night. 

“Can we have this discus¬ 
sion (around rostering) at the 
table? Maybe we can.... (But is 
it) to talk and negotiate or, once 
again, good-faith bargaining or 
all-or-nothing?”

Ship Starts Here RFP would take too long: NSB1 


Nova Scotia Business Inc. may 
not have required alterna¬ 
tive procurement practices to 
award an advertising firm with 
ties to government the Ships 
Start Here contract. 

NSBI circumvented normal 
procurement policies by award¬ 
ing MT&L, a Halifax-based ad 
firm, a contract for the ubiqui¬ 
tous PR campaign without al¬ 
lowing other companies to bid. 

According to Lisa Bugden, 
the vice-president at NSBI, who 
handled the file, it was agreed 


the normal request for propos¬ 
als would simply take too long. 

But NSBI’s normal pro¬ 
curement procedures allow 
the arm’s-length government 
agency to request quotes from 
three or more providers on 
the standing-offer list — a list 
of regular suppliers to govern¬ 
ment — without issuing a re¬ 
quest for proposals. 

Under section 3.5 of the 
policy, which governs purchas¬ 
es of services between $25,000 
and $100,000, NSBI can request 


three quotes from those regular 
suppliers. 

The lowest quote, “unless 
other factors or circumstances 
justify (a) selection of a higher 
quote,” is to be selected. 

According to Bugden, when 
MT&L was selected for the pro¬ 
ject in March, the campaign 
was expected to cost under 
$100,000, meaning section 3.5 
should have applied. 

But NSBI president Stephen 
Lund said requesting three 
quotes from regular govern¬ 


ment suppliers still would have 
taken too long. 

“Section 3.5 isn’t applic¬ 
able because even going out 
for three quotes requires giv¬ 
ing companies time to digest, 
respond and for us to evaluate/ 
pick and give feedback,” Lund 
wrote in an e-mail. 

“MT&L had the experience 
in this sector w e wanted, the 
digital stakeholder engage¬ 
ment we wanted, and they had 
experience with Irving.”

A couple of 
other campaigners handed out 
brochures. 

“This is a fun and upbeat 
way to remind people that for 
us, preventing pregnancies is 
as easy as wearing a condom, 
but thousands of cats and dogs 
need animal birth control, but 
they can’t even open a condom 
wrapper,” said Emily Lavender, 
PETA campaigner.

Maine investigation 


Two responders 
cleared in N.S. 
skier's death 

Maine state authorities 
investigating the death 
of a Nova Scotia man 
who died en route to the 
hospital after a skiing 
accident at Sugarloaf 
resort have cleared two 
responders.

Trial. Tori Stafford’s 
last day revealed to jury 


On the last day of Victoria 
Stafford’s life, the “lovely 
little girl” used a computer to 
research plants, got her tights 
wet by jumping in puddles, 
and had a time-out for goof¬ 
ing around, her teacher testi¬ 
fied Tuesday. 

The Grade 3 student also 
asked for permission to run 
back to her classroom at the 
end of the day to retrieve 
a pair of earrings she had 
forgotten, Jennifer Griffin 
Murrell told court. 

Tori went to get them and 
left about one minute after 
the bell, behind her class¬ 
mates. 

Because the girl wasn’t 
wearing the butterfly ear¬ 
rings, Griffin Murrell asked 
her if she had found them, 
and Tori said she had. 

“I said, OK, hun, we’ll 
see you tomorrow,” Griffin 


Murrell told court. 

She never saw Tori again. 

The eight-year-old van¬ 
ished shortly after leaving 
school that day — April 8, 
2009. 

Three months later, her 
partially clothed remains were 
found in garbage bags and 
under rocks in a field more 
than 100 kilometres from her 
Woodstock, Ont. home. 

The Crown alleges Mi¬ 
chael Rafferty and Terri-Lynne 
McClintic, who has already 
pleaded guilty to first-degree 
murder, snatched Tori outside 
her school and, within hours, 
sexually assaulted and killed 
her. 

Rafferty is now on trial, 
having pleaded not guilty to 
first-degree murder, sexual as¬ 
sault causing bodily harm and 
kidnapping.

Rail. Canadians should 
fear rail safety: Board 


The federal Transportation 
Safety Board says Canadians 
have reason to fear rail secur¬ 
ity given the troubling simi¬ 
larities between a recent fatal 
train accident in Ontario and 
a derailment two years ago in 
Quebec. 

Board officials made the 
observation during a news 
conference Tuesday in Quebec 
City, while releasing a report 
into a crash in February 2010 
that injured seven people in 
St-Charles-de-Bellechasse. 

The report cited a variety 
of factors behind that crash, 
including: poor visibility be¬ 
cause of snow; poor technol¬ 
ogy that leaves open the pos¬ 
sibility of human error; and 
improper sharing of medical 
data that could reveal things 
like sleep disorders. 

It said all those factors con¬ 
tributed to the 2010 accident 


where the Via passenger train 
burst into a siding track at ex¬ 
cessive speed. 

Almost two years later to 
the day, there were related 
factors behind the Via derail¬ 
ment that killed three crew 
members in Burlington, Ont., 
on Feb. 26, 2012, board mem¬ 
bers said. 

“The scenario is similar,” 
TSB official Ed Bellcaloul told 
reporters. 

“There’s obviously room 
for improvement. It’s clear: 
when it comes to high-speed 
trains and passenger trains, 
the measures are insufficient, 
as this accident illustrates.” 

The TSB says the Canadian 
rail system relies too heavily 
on human activity and has 
been too slow to adopt auto¬ 
mated systems, like in the 
United States.

Opposition slam 
Tories for justice 
bill changes 

Opposition parties chas¬ 
tised the government 
Tuesday for rejecting a 
raft of proposed amend¬ 
ments to a sweeping fed¬ 
eral justice bill they see as 
a big backward step. 

The omnibus bill has 
returned to the House 
of Commons from the 
Senate for final debate on 
some changes — but only 
ones endorsed by the gov¬ 
erning Conservatives.

Indiana. Woman saves 
children, loses legs as 
tornado destroys home 


A woman who saved her two 
children by binding them 
together with a blanket and 
shielding them with her 
body as a tornado ripped 
apart their house lost parts 
of both her legs, which were 
crushed by the falling deb¬ 
ris, her husband says. 

Stephanie Decker, a 
36-year-old sleep special¬ 
ist, lost one leg above the 
knee and the other above 
the ankle, her husband said 
Monday. 

She was in serious but 
stable condition at a Ken¬ 
tucky hospital. The couple’s 
eight-year-old son and five- 
year-old daughter survived 
Friday’s storm unscathed. 

“I told her, ‘They’re here 
because of you,”’ Joe Decker 
said by telephone from the 
University of Louisville Hos¬ 
pital. 

“I let her know that 
nothing else matters. I said, 
‘You’re going to be here for 
your kids, and you get to see 



them grow up.’” 

Joe, 42, was at Silver 
Creek High School in Sell- 
ersburg, Ind., where he 
teaches algebra, when the 
tornado hit.

Scores of people defrauded 
in a high-profile Quebec 
pyramid scheme will be re¬ 
imbursed for roughly half of 
what they lost, thanks to an 
out-of-court settlement an¬ 
nounced Tuesday. 

Victims of financial fraud¬ 
ster Earl Jones reached the 
$17-million settlement in 
their class-action lawsuit with 
the Royal Bank of Canada, the 
bank said. 

The sum represents just 
under half the amount of $40 
million that victims had been 
seeking in their lawsuit. 

“(This) is the result of 
many months of discussion 


between RBC and the class- 
plaintiffs and seeks to address 
some of the financial difficul¬ 
ties the class-plaintiffs faced 
as a result of entrusting Mr. 
Jones with their financial af¬ 
fairs,” a statement said. 

The bank added that the 
proposed settlement amount 
will not be final until the 
court-approval process is 
completed and is not materi¬ 
al to RBC earnings.

Fading French village goes up for auction

If you’ve ever dreamed of hav¬ 
ing your own private French 
village, here’s your chance: 
Courbefy is on sale, starting at 
$440,000. 

And, yes, in case you were 
wondering, Courbefy comes 
with more than a dozen build¬ 
ings, its own horse stable, ten¬ 
nis court, swimming pool and 
12th-century chapel. It even 
has three “miraculous springs,” 
which supposedly contain wat¬ 


ers with healing powers. 

After the property was put 
up for auction and no one bid 
the $400,000 asking price, 
the village went back into the 
hands of bank Credit Agricole. 

Why is this little piece of 
rural paradise about 450 kilo¬ 
metres from Paris on sale? 

The mayor of neighbouring 
Saint Nicholas Courbefy told 
The Associate Press that the vil¬ 
lage, which goes back at least to 
Gallo-Roman times, was aban¬ 
doned in 2008 or 2009. It was 
used as a luxury hotel and res¬ 
taurant before the owners gave 


up on it and stopped paying the 
mortgage. Local residents told 
the Telegraph that the area was 
occupied by “thieves, drunks 
and squatters.” 

But, in its heyday, Courbefy 
was the site of the chateau of 
the mother of King Henry IV’s 
mother, Jeanne d’Albret. 

Now, people as far away as 
Qatar are expressing interest in 
the property. The bank is ask¬ 
ing for a deposit of 10 per cent 
higher than the asking price 
from potential buyers to be con¬ 
sidered. A new auction date will 
be set in the future. 


The people who live in the 
neighbouring area are excited 
about the prospect of a new 
owner for Courbefy. They hope 
that whoever buys the property 
will let the village experience its 
gloiy days once again, similar 
to the rebirth other privately 
owned villages and islands have 
experienced in the hands of 
new owners. 

“Some people call it social 
engineering,” John Rous, whose 
family owns a British village, 
told The Guardian. “I prefer to 
think of it as keeping the village 
alive.”

Oil prices may affect 
Canadian economy 

With the near-term chances 
of a full-blown European 
debt crisis diminishing, and 
the U.S. recovery firming, 
the high price of oil is be¬ 
coming a key new risk fac¬ 
tor for Canada’s economy. 

That’s one of the under- 
the-radar messages deliv¬ 
ered to Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty this week by a 
group of 13 economists par¬ 
ticipating in the traditional 
sharing of views that pre¬ 
cedes federal budgets. 

After the meeting, TD 
Bank economist Derek 


Burleton said he believes 
Flaherty would do well to 
keep his rainy-day fund — 
a set-aside of $4.5 billion 
expected in the March 29 
budget — and possibly 
even increase it for future 
years.

What do spiritual gurus and 
comedy have in common? 
More than you might think. 
Deepak Chopra, possibly 


the world’s most famous 
guru, says, “When your soul 
responds to the paradox of 
our existence, to the contra¬ 
dictions of our existence, to 
the fact that wherever there 
is joy there is suffering, when 
your soul recognizes this, it 
can do nothing except laugh.” 

In other words, chuckle — 
it’s good for your soul. 

These are words to live 
by, particularly if you are Ed¬ 
die Murphy in A Thousand 
Words, opening this week¬ 
end. In this comedy, Murphy 
plays a shady literaiy agent 
who cheats a spiritual guru in 
a business deal. His punish¬ 
ment teaches him the value 
of every word that comes out 


of his mouth. 

A Thousand Words isn’t 
the first comedy to go gaga 
for gurus. 

In the 1968 counter-cul¬ 
ture hit I Love You, Alice B. 
Tolclas!, Peter Sellers plays 
a 30-something who visits 
a maharishi for enlighten¬ 
ment. “You will know your¬ 
self when you stop trying,” 
he is told. “I’m trying to stop 
trying,” Sellers replies. 

A year later came The 
Guru, a movie that echoed 
the real-life musical journey 
of Beatle George Harrison’s 
internship with Ravi Shan¬ 
kar. Michael York starred as a 
famous British rock ‘n’ roller 
who travels from London to 


Bombay to study sitar at the 
feet of gum Ustad Zafar Khan. 

Director James Ivory (who 
along with producer Ismail 
Merchant would go on to 
make Howard’s End and The 
Remains of the Day) called 
The Gum “the most unseen 
and mysterious of our movies 
... Merchant Ivory’s version 
of a ‘60s trip.” 

Sharing a title is the 2002 
Jimi Mistry film about a young 
Indian man who moves to 
New York with dreams of be¬ 
coming an actor but instead 
becomes a sex gum who 
doles out catchphrases such 
as, “the most powerful sexual 
organ is your brain.” 

In The Love Gum, Mike 


Myers mixed gross-out hu¬ 
mour with spiritualism, a 
combo that proved toxic for 
both audiences and critics. 

Even Mike’s own gum 
agreed it flopped. “Humour 
mixed with spirituality can 
work, if it’s done well,” Deep¬ 
ak Chopra, who has a cameo 
in the film, said. “But frankly 
speaking, this was not a good 
attempt.” 

So what exactly do gums 
and comedy have in com¬ 
mon? 

Myers says he learned 
from Chopra that “ha ha” is 
related to “ah ha,” the sound 
one makes upon the realiza¬ 
tion of truth.” Maybe it’s that 
simple.

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Rockwell exhibit 
brings Americana 
to Winnipeg 


Art. Iconic illustrations 
that romanticized 
American life make 
their debut in Canada 
at the Winnipeg 
Art Gallery 


The man whose very name 
evokes an idealized and nostal¬ 
gic picture of all things Amer¬ 
ican is making his first — and 
only—major foray north of the 
border. 

But anyone living outside of 
Winnipeg will have to travel to 
see Norman Rockwell’s unique 
view of American life in person. 
All of his iconic illustrations — 
which appeared primarily on 
the cover of The Saturday Even¬ 
ing Post magazine for almost 50 
years — and many of his most 
seminal paintings are on tour 
and making their one and only 
Canadian stop at the Winnipeg 
Art Galleiy. 


The exhibit, which runs 
until May 20, is expected to 
draw not only visitors from 
across Canada but also many 
from the northern United 
States. 

“Rockwell—beyond captur¬ 
ing American life ideas, issues 
and politics — was able to en¬ 
capsulate much of the 20th 
century, which is often called, 
in the world of art, America’s 
century,” said Stephen Borys, 
executive director of the gal¬ 
lery. 

“To have one artist follow¬ 
ing the development of a na¬ 
tion, of a people, from the first 
decade of the 20th century to 
the eighth decade is extraordin¬ 
ary” 

Many of Rockwell's pieces 
have become legendaiy for 
their Leave It To Beaver reflec¬ 
tion of small-town America. 
Rockwell's work often shunned 
social conflict, presenting ro¬ 
manticized and humorous de¬ 
pictions of family life.

Staying at home suits Brendan 
Duke just fine. 

Whether it’s providing a 
steadying defensive presence 
on the Halifax Mooseheads’ 
blue-line, or living with his 
parents in Cole Harbour, the 
18-year-old couldn’t be happier 
with how things have played 
out since being traded by the 
Quebec Remparts in January. 

“I’m playing a lot more 
here than I was in Quebec,” 
said Duke, who missed three 
months with the Remparts be¬ 
cause of a shoulder injury. 

“Between that and living at 
home, it’s great playing here 
and I love it. It’s good to be 
here.” 

Duke, acquired for 19-year- 
old winger Gabriel Desjardins 
and a swap of draft picks, was 
considered an important addi¬ 
tion at the time of the trade, 
but his presence has been 
appreciated even more since 
veteran Sawyer Hannay went 
down with a concussion three 
weeks ago. 

The six-foot, 205-pounder 
has stepped into Hannay’s spot 
on the top pairing with Kon¬ 
rad Abeltshauser and logged 
heavy minutes against top-line 
opponents at even strength 
and on the penalty kill. He has 
even seen time on the second 
power-play unit. 

Along with Abeltshauser 
and Trey Lewis, it’s likely no 
one else on the team has seen 
more ice time since Hannay’s 
injury. 



“You never want to see any 
guys injured, but with a couple 
of players out, guys are getting 
more ice time,” Duke said. 

In 22 games with the 
Mooseheads heading into 
Wednesday’s 7 p.m. home 
contest against the Bathurst 
Titan, Duke has three assists 
and a team-best plus-10 rating. 
It’s telling that no one else is 
better than plus-5 in that time¬ 
frame and no other defence- 
man is better than plus-2. 

“We knew we needed some 
help with Gilly (Steve Gillard) 
out (with a concussion since 
November), and with Sawyer 
out now, he’s even more im¬ 
portant,” Mooseheads head 
coach Dominique Ducharme 
said. “He’s been playing great.” 

Ducharme said that be¬ 
cause of his early-season in¬ 
jury, Duke might just be find¬ 
ing his stride, and that he’s 
getting better and better with 
more minutes. 

“He helps us in a lot of 
situations because he’s very 
versatile,” Ducharme said. “He 
doesn’t make a lot of mistakes 
and it’s nice to have him.”

The Brendan Duke-Gabriel Des¬ 
jardins swap isn’t just working 
out well for the Halifax Moose- 
heads — the Quebec Remparts 
have benefited, too. 


• The 19-year-old Desjardins

It has been said that the eyes 
are the window to the soul. 
In automotive terms, perhaps 


the same can be said for the 
grille. 

More specifically, Honda’s 
eight-passenger Pilot that was 
redesigned for the 2009 model 
year projected a go-anywhere 
strength and ruggedness. 

Too tough, maybe. A re¬ 
style for 2012 softens the look 
for friendlier, more aesthetic¬ 
ally pleasing demeanor. 

Added to the grille adjust¬ 
ment, the Pilot receives new 
headlamps along with new 
and repositioned turn signals 
and a revised front air dam 


that reduces fuel-robbing 
aerodynamic drag. 

What remains pretty much 
hidden from view is the Pilot’s 
familial connection to Hon¬ 
da’s premium-division Acura 
MDX. 

Both of these unique wag¬ 
ons share the same basic 
platform, but from that point 
the comparison pretty much 
ends. 

The Pilot’s squared-off 
shape reinforces its sport util¬ 
ity-vehicle leanings, although 
ground-clearance limitations 


restrict the fun to boulder- 
free terrain and shin-deep - as 
opposed to knee-deep - mud. 
Even so, fording a 48-centi- 
metre-deep body of standing 
water is apparently no prob¬ 
lem for this rig. 

Taken in its entirety, the 
modestly tweaked 2012 Pilot 
isn’t a whole lot different. 

But in a category where 
impressions count, this Hon¬ 
da puts its best face forward 
and backs it up with sufficient 
comfort and capability to win 
the day.

Giving small cars some attitude 



Small cars were looking more 
sleek and sporty at the Gen¬ 
eva Auto Show on Tuesday as 
global automakers struggling 
to make a profit in Europe 
tried to entice consumers to 
look past the continent’s eco¬ 
nomic gloom. 

Ford premiered the B-Max, 
a subcompact aimed at fam¬ 
ilies, while Mercedes is look¬ 
ing for younger buyers - read 
under 50 - for the new A Class. 
Audi rolled out the third-gen¬ 
eration in its A3 series, which 
15 years ago was the first com¬ 
pact in the premium market. 

Fiat launched its 500L, an 
elongated version of the tiny 
500 city car that is being made 
in Serbia, and Toyota has put a 
little snarl on the hybrid ver¬ 
sion of its bestselling Yaris to 
give it a more aggressive look. 
Peugeot is setting an auto¬ 
motive standard by making 
its new 208 smaller than its 
predecessor. 

The launches are a far ciy 
from the days when small cars 
were spartan money-savers. 
While remaining easy on fuel 
consumption and light on 
emissions, these models are 
tooled with the latest safety 
features and touches of luxury 
to spruce up the compact and 
subcompact segments that 
comprise some 80 per cent of 
the European market. 

“Remember when smaller 
cars used to be cheap and 
cheerful? Now the consumers 
want the finest quality, the 


finest fuel efficiency, safety 
and design,” said Ford CEO 
Alan Mulally. 

The problem for European 
mass market automakers is 
that consumer demand has 
shrivelled under the pressure 
of the sovereign debt crisis: 
this year sales are expected to 
shrink nearly five per cent to 
12.9 million units, according 
to the Center for Automotive 
Research.
